The first mooting of tho ' trustees aliall' 


be bold on tlic first Wednesday of April, 
A. D. ISG-t, in tho oity of Madison, nt 
which timo and pliieo, after determining 
tho tenure of oflico of tlio several mem- 
bers respectively, by lot, they shall proceed 
to organize the board by the eleoliou of a 
chairman, a secretary and a treasurer, who 
shall severally perform the duties common- 
ly required of such-officers, together with 
such ullicr duties ns the board may seo fit 
ti> impose, who shall give such bonds for 
the faithful performance of duty as the 
board may require, and' as shall bo ap-.

Immediately upon tho organization cf 


tho board of trustees, it shall bo thoir duty 
to advertise for offer.* of a building- site, 
and farm, for the college, nudjis early us 
possible, and at this farthest, before the 
first Wednesday of August, A. I)., 1864, 
to select and secure the most eligible site, 
all thingi considered, within this State, for 
tho said college; bning governed in such 
selection by the following' general condi- 
tions, to-wit: That the location bo easily 
accessible by railroad, that it be healthful, 
that tho farm embrace not less than three 
hundred nor more than seven hundred 
acres, that said farm be susceptible of 
ready improvement, and that it present a? 
great a variety as possible of soils and ex- 
posures. 


Upon tho location of tho institution, 


and, if practicable, before said location is 
determined, tho board of trustees shall 
appoint a president for tho college, who 
shall be cx-ofEcio president of tho said 
board, and of the faculty, and tho chief 
executive officer of tho institution in all its 
department-*. (Just what necessity exists 
for this appointment before the college is 
built or even located, is not apparent, un- 
less it bo for the purpose of giving some- 
one a good place when the pay is abundant 
and tho duties of tho position not at all la- 
borious.) As soon as suitable accommoda- 
tions are provided for at least one hundred 
Htndents, it shall bo tho duty of the trust- 
ees to organize the faculty of the college 
by the appointment of a secretary and ol 
Buch professors, instructors, and other offi- 
cers an the necessities of thu Institution 
may require. 


The board of trustees, .with tho advice 


of the faculty, shall arrange the courses of 
instruction for tho college find farm ; but 
no suhomc of education ahull be adopted 
that docs not conform to the'provisiojis of 
the act of congress donating said lands, 
nud in which the natural sciences and their 
practical application to agriculture, and 
tho kindred arts are not made paramount. 
A full course of instruction shall embrace 
a period of not less than four yours, for the 
satisfactory completion of which, such de- 
grees or honorary testimonials may bo con- 
ferred, as the board shall determine.
